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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Although the applicant has attempted to explain 
why there is a direct comparison between the samples having AgBr cores and the samples having AgBrl cores, the examiner is not 
persuaded. The applicant has stated that compound A is not a chemical sensitizer, but is a solvent as is its conventional use in 
photographic materials. However, the compound does include sulfur and it is unclear as to what effect this compound has on the 
emulsions, and whether the unexpected results are due to the increased amount of compound in the inventive samples. Absent evidence 
demonstrating the effects of samples having the same amount of the compound, the examiner maintains her position. 
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
